One of the most disastrous fires 
for years on the Crook National 
Forest started 
in Jacobson 
can- 
yon

Friday 
The peculiar thing is that the fire 
started 
from a powder 
blast of 
the trail workers presumably by 
a piece of burning fuse lighting 
in the dry dead grass about 200 
feet 
above the blast 
A high 
wind fanned the flames beyond 
the control of the 
trail 
crew 
spreading rapidly and within a 
few hours extended over an area 
of some 1300 acres 
A crew of forty men was sent 
to the fire 
which was put under 
control Sunday morning 
The fire swept uphill through 
what is known 
as the old Sher¬ 
wood cutting area destroying all 
reproduction from seedlings to 


twenty-year-ol-d 
trees 
Had 
it 
not been for the snow 
the fire 
would have burned to the top of 
the mountain 
The total damage to the forest 
has not yet been 
estimated 
by 
the local Forest 
officers but it 
will reach many thousands of dol 
lars not counting the estimated

1200 for extinguishing

are the Mexican 
boll weevil and 
the pink boll worm 
The weevil 
is found 
from 
Texas to South 
Carolina 
The pink boll worm is 
confined to Texas and Louisiana 
at least so far as we now know 
Neither 
of these 
pests 
aVe 
found in Arizona 
as yet 
Both 
of them 
however 
could 
easily 
thrive in this State 
Either one 
would ruin the cotton 
industry 
of the State should it once get in 
Arizona 
The Mexican boll weevil 
which 
first appeared in Texas 
in 
1892 
has virtually caused the abandon ¬ 
ment of thousands of acres 
even 
hundreds of thousands of acres 
of cotton 
On the rich bottenr 
lands of the Gulf States a bale 
of cotton to the acre used to be 
considered a good average 
Since 
the weevil has come these same 
lands are raising a bale to four
